for the worst.

A .STATEMENT OE FAC TS 
Some m isunderstanding 
seems 
to have arisen over the action of 
the Adams county commissioners 
in allocating a sum of money to 
the 
borough of 
Gettysburg for 
im provem ents lo center square, 
so th a t an explanation of the ac­ 
tual facts in th e case has been 
obtained 
by 
T he 
G ettysburg 
Times for the inform ation of ta x ­ 
payers and others interested.. 
The m oney appropriated by the 
commissioner:; did not come out 
of the regular county funds re ­ 
ceived through ordinary tax chan- 
nels, but was appropriated from 
the gasoline tax fund which, the 
law provides, shall abe used only 
for im provem ent of highways, and 
the like. 
The act of the state legislature 
covering distribution of the gas­ 
oline tax fund, proportioned to 
counties in the state on the ba­ 
sis of the am ounts received from 
each county, provides th a t this 
fund “shall be used by them (the 
county commissioners) only for 
the purpose of the construction, 
reconstruction, m aintenance and 
repair of roads arid highways" and 
th at the rem ainder of tile net 
tax imposed by the provisions of 
the gasoline tax law “shall be 
paid 
into 
th e 
motor 
license 
fund,” and used by the state “for 
the 
same 
purposes 
for 
which 
monies in the said m otor license 
fund are appropriated by law.” 
The request for a share of this 
gasoline tax fund was made by 
borough 
council 
of Gettysburg, 
and with Gettysburg as the larg­ 
est contributor of all boroughs or 
townships in the county to this 
hind, 
the 
commissioners 
right­ 
fully felt 
th a t 
Gettysburg was 
entitled to a share of this fund. 
The commissioners were not vi­ 
tally concerned, nor was it their 
duty to concern themselves, as to 
how the borouh of Gettysburg 
w anted to use* its share of the 
fund so long as they were con­ 
vinced the money was to be used 
f&r such purposes as provided by 
law. 
After explaining cheerfully and 
L ankly th eir position in this m at­ 
ter, the commissioners requested 
the editor of The Times to m ake 
clear th a t they are quite* anxious 
to help ail boroughs and tow n­ 
ships th a t care to take advantage 
of this act to get their xliare of 
the fund available, for it is nec­ 
essary to turn the unused por­ 
tion back to tile state. Under no 
circum stances can this gasoline 
tax fund

The school board also raised tile 
tuition fee for high school students 
coming from surrounding townships 
from $10 to $10.50 a m onth.

ating the high school since it be­ 
came a school in the third class in ­ 
stead of fourth class district. 
An­ 
other raise in the tuition rate was 
forecast for next year when the state 
appropriation for local schools is cut. 
Routine Business 
Tile rem aining tuition rates were 
unchanged. 
The rate for the first, 
second and third grades was left at 
$3 a m onth; fourth, fifth and sixth, 
$4; and for the seventh and eighth 
at $5. Because of the fact th a t many 
nearby townships do not have high 
school facilities, many students come 
here from neighboring districts. The 
tuition is paid by the townships in 
which the students live. 
Among the other things the board 
decided upon were the establishm ent 
of a reference library for teachers at 
the high school for which $25 was 
appropriated; the purchase of sev­ 
eral bookcases for the supervising 
principal’s office ;the repair of locks 
to the high school auditorium ; the 
election of M yrtle Bell secretary a t 
a salary of $50 a m onth for nine 
m onths; the purchase of current 
magazines for the school's library;

During the exciting business of 
saving Germany financially there 
was much talk of France insisting 
upon political guarantees. 
Premier Pierre Laval and Chan­ 
cellor Heinrich Bruening admitted 
they skirted the subject a dozen 
tunes in the conversations they held 
in Paris, in London and en route. 
It is also to be presumed that, when 
they gained each other's confidence, 
they went to the bottom of tile m at­ 
ter. 
But it was, for home politics, much 
too early for either of them to admit 
such an exploration. 
The 
main 
guarantees 
France 
wants from Germany look simple 
enough; it wants Germany to give 
the same guarantees for the inviol­ 
ability for it.* other principal fron­ 
tiers that it gave, at Locarno, for 
the French and Belgian frontiers. 
French See War Clouds 
The Locarno past, to French eyes, 
has even a certain liability attached 
so long as Germany does not give 
equal guarantees for its Polish and 
Austrian frontiers. 
The French can see passible wars 
arising from breaches of these fron­ 
tiers. 
There w'as a treaty of arbitration 
signed between Germany and Po­ 
land at Locarno, but the inviolabil­ 
ity of the frontiers w'as not agreed 
to by Germany. In Germany, it is 
also common knowledge, the pres­ 
ent German-Polish frontiers, no­ 
tably 
the 
Polish 
corridor, 
have 
never been accepted as inevitable 
as has the loss of Alsace and Lor­ 
raine. 
What France fears is that a com­ 
bined Germany and Russia may 
some day crush Poland like a nut, 
and France, under the present cir- j 
cumstances, could do little about it. 
The 
Rhine 
inviolability 
agree­ 
ment would even prevent France 
from going to Poland’s rescue and 
with Poland crushed. France would 
find it had an eastern neighbor 
which, effectively* reached to the 
Pacific. 
Promise Arms Cut 
Just as no German can accept 
the loss of the "marches to the 
east,” no Frenchman can think of 
Poland without concern. 
• 
If, however, Germany were to 
sign 
an 
"eastern 
Locarno,” 
the 
French believe tile political unrest 
would vanish. 
In the disarmament memorandum 
just issued by the French govern­ 
ment it is said that France dared 
to reduce her land forces only be­ 
cause of the Locarno guarantees of

Rhine inviolability. 
An eastern Locarno, it can be in­ 
ferred, would make passible another 
big cut in land forces in all Europe. 
Guaranteeing the Austrian fron­ 
tier would be another pacifier, the 
French consider, as it would make 
impossible the "anschluss,” or politi­ 
cal union, with Austria, and pre­ 
vent a common frontier between 
Germany and Hungary and between 
Germany and Italy. 
Bruening rites Covenant 
Such are the principal guarantees 
which, in the final analysis, France 
wants from Germany. 
Bruening was reported to have 
said to Laval that he could not go 
into the question of political guar­ 
antees because Article 19 of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
provides that the league take up 
"the consideration of international 
questions whose continuance might 
endanger the peace of the world.” 
The French answer Is: “Btrese- 
mann did not hesitate at Locarno." 
To which the German comeback 
is: "We were not members of the 
league at the time.”

HOW FOUR CAN LIVE ON $8.34 A WEEK 
(From The Literary Digest) 
Any family faced with the necessity of making drastic reductions 
in the food budget may profit by reading a little information given 
out by the Federal Bureau of Home Economics. 
According to this government authority, a family of four adults can 
live comfortably on an average cost of $8.34 per week at current retail 
prices. 
And. by tho way. that is just about a dollar less than the same food 
would have cost last January. 
The bureaus publication, • The Family's Food at Low Cost,” is re­ 
printed in Thp United States Daily in detail. It is the result of p an ­ 
ful study, analysis, and figuring. 
We are assured by the bureau that the combinations and propor­ 
tions listed ‘‘will give good nutrition returns for a limited outlay of 
money.” 
Indeed, “families could safely live by this food guide, but care must 
be taken in making changes.” 
But why wait any longer before revealing just how much food the 
average American family can get for this $8.34? 
Here is the whole 
story: 
The allowance of bread for four adults is from 20 to 25 pounds a 
week; flour. 4 pounds; cereal, 4-7 pounds; whole milk, fresh or canned, 
4-14 pounds; potatoes, 15 to 20 pxmnds; legumes, 1-3 pounds; tomatoes 
—fresh or canned—or oranges, 6 pounds; other vegetables, fresh or 
canned, including some of green or yellow color, and inexpensive fruit, 
fresh, canned or dried, 20-25 pounds; fats, 4 pounds; sugar, including 
some unrefined cane molasses, 5 pounds, and lean meat, liver, fish, 
cheese, eggs, 5-10 pounds. 
The prices, as the Jacksonville, Florida, Times-Union sums up the 
survey in its editorial columns, were gathered at inexpensive or aver­ 
age stores rather than the most costly. In getting this average it is 
not unnaturally discovered that it costs more to live in some places 
than in others. For instance, to continue quoting from the Florida 
paper: 
New York City, which many people behave is a place for real econ­ 
omy. because of the wonderful markets and the enormous amounts of 
all manner of foodstuffs sold there, is the top of the list, the figure 
being $9.03, and Los Angeles was the lowest discovered, with a cost of 
$7.81. 
Some other cities showed the cost of living for a family of four vari­ 
ously: Chicago $7.88. St. Louis $7.98, Kansas City $8.08, Detroit $8.15, 
Dallas $8.21. Pittsburgh $8.22, New Orleans $8.23, Washington, D. C., 
$8.36, Charlotte, N. C., $8.46, Atlanta $8 94, Philadelphia $8.99. 
“The same articles were chosen in each city.” says the report. “and 
since vegetables and fruits are relatively cheaper throughout the 
South, cities there showed a lower figure than in the North, with the 
exception of Charlotte and Atlanta. 
Inexpensive meat costs are 
largely responsible for Chicago and St. Louis being near the low' 
records.”

Heads Relief Group HIGH BEFORE MAN 
HAS ILL EFFECTS f 


Washington 
(AP).—Nine million 
stone dust particles to the cubic foot 
in the air you breathe won t hurt 
you, the U. 8. Public Health Service 
lias discovered. 
It is when the dust in the air 
reaches a concentration ot 60,000.000 
particles to the cubic foot 
that 
breathing becomes dangerous, the 
service says. 
Granite cutters in most plants in­ 
vestigated by the public health serv­ 
ice breathe dust of this density. 
After about 20 years they often de­ 
velop a form of tuberculosis that is 
fatal in less than two years. 
When people breathe granite dust 
their lungs absorb quantities of silica 
which forms about 70 per cent of 
the dust. Once it was thought the 
sharp edges of the silica particles j 
were what caused lung trouble. 
Now the health service believes 
the harmful action is due to chemi­ 
cals released by the particles when 
they dissolve.'

His case is similar to that of 
Wlilie Ritola, the Bronx carpenter, 
who made his home and learned 
the foot racing game in the United 
States but returned to Finland to 
prepare for the Oly tidies of 1924 and 
1928. 
Molla Bjurstedt Mallory repre­ 
sented her native Norway, not her 
adopted America, in the 1924 Olym­ 
pics at Paris. 
The only conditions under which 
an athletic native of one country 
can represent another in the Olym­ 
pics Is to be a full-fledged citizen 
of his adopted land, providing also 
he has never competed previously 
for his native country. 
Ritola was expected to run for 
the United States until it was dis­ 
covered he did not have his full 
citizenship papers. 
Mrs. 
Mallory 
had previously competed for Nor­ 
way so that her subsequent Ameri­ 
can citizenship had no effect.

Prom the mass of statistics bear­ 
ing on the development of the high 
school in Pennsylvania, the sim ­ 
plest and most impressive are a set 
which shows th at for every pupil 
enrolled in a high school in 1900 
practically eleven arc enrolled to­ 
day. 
The actual figures, compiled by 
W. H Bristow, assistant director of 
high 
school 
classification, 
reveal 
that from a total of 27.412 in 1900 
the enrollment mounted to 296.372 
in 1930, a pain of 981 per cent. 
During the same period, the en­ 
rollment in the elementary schools 
Increased only 66 per cent from 
1.151.880 to 1,913.457 and the popu­ 
lation of the state gained only 53.8 
per cent, from 6.302.115 to 9.631.350 
High School Gain 
Reduced to simpler terms, the 
figures disclose that for every six 
persons in 1900 there were nine in 
1930 and that for every six elemen­ 
tary school pupils in 1900 there were 
ten last year while for every six 
high school pupils in 
1900 
there 
were 65 in 1930 
Thus, while the 
elementary school enrollment show­ 
ed only a slight gain over the pop­ 
ulation increase, the high school 
enrollment 
followed 
an 
upward 
curve which was peculiarly its own 
and far out of relation to either the 
elementary school enrollm ent or the 
general population increase 
By 1923. the high school enroll­ 
m ent 
had 
reached 
181.742 
and 
shown a gam of 563 per cent over

Land banks

and debentures and pay interest on 
them as the principal and interest 
is paid on farm loans. A m orato­ 
rium on loans would mean an en­ 
forced m oratorium on bonds, unless 
congress voted a fund to carry the 
interest payments. 
The latest checking by the fed­ 
eral farm loan board is said to show 
that in all the farm loans repre­ 
sented by the $1,600,000,000. a full 
89 per cent have not been late an 
hour in eithe rinterest or principal 
and that the rem aining l l per cent, 
for the most part, is only a few 
m onths late. 
It is considered

federal land banks and joint-stock 
land banks to continue their in­ 
terest payments out of funds other 
than those collected on loans.

This, of course, is subject to exten­ 
sions of time where deemed neces­ 
sary by the court itself due to the 
intricacy of the m atters involved or 
the number of parties joinin'' in the 
proceeding. 
Rarely does Davis take up all his 
time, even where he lias no otner 
counsel with whom he must share 
th at time. 


Brevity’* Appeal 
And this nacit of brevity on the 
part of Davis must appeal to the 
Jim ices. Their time Is valuable and 
crowded to a degree that imposes 
heavy bul dens on them. 
Actually many of tire rules under 
which they operate and to which 
counsel are held, rigidly are de- 
.sigr.°d specifically to save unneces­ 
sary physical wear on the justices. 
For example, a note attached to 
♦ot printed book of rules requires 
that briefs shall be printed of a 
fixed size and cm unglazed paper, 
reavtly leaded to make for easy 
heavily leaded to make for easy 
and "never smaller than small pica 
or 11-ooint.”
